Arrest Pair 
For Selling 
U.S. Secrets 
To Russia 
WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 
agents seized two men today— 
including a Pentagon courier 
who was missing for two months 
last fall—on charges of selling 
U.S. defense secrets to the So* 
viet Union. 
Agents arrested Army Sgt. 
Robert Lee Johnson. 43, of 
Alexandria, Va., at the Penta­ 
gon, and James Allen Mintken- 
baugh, 46, of San Martin, Calif. 
Mintkenbaugh was arrested in 
Castro Valley, Calif. 
The two were arrested after 
the FBI filed a complaint in 
U.S. District Court at Alexan­ 
dria, Va., charging they con­ 
spired together and with a Rus­ 
sian, Vitaly Ourjoumov, and 
others, to obtain and deliver to 
Russia information on the na­ 
tional defense of the United 
States. 
RECRUTED IN B IH U N 
Ourjoumov is named as a co­ 
conspirator in the complaint. 
He formerly was assigned to 
the Russian Embassy in Paris 
and reportedly is now in Rus­ 
sia, the FBI said. 
Johnson, 
according to the 
complaint, was recruited to spy 
(or the Soviets while stationed 
in Berlin in 1953. The FBI said 
he recruited Mintkenbaugh in 
1953, when Mintkenbaugh also 
was In the Army. 
The FBI said they were “par­ 
ticularly concerned with furnish­ 
ing classified information relat­ 
ing to military installations, 
missile sites and intelligence 
activities of the U.S. govern­ 
ment at both foreign and do­ 
mestic locations.** 
BOTH W i l l PAID 
The complaint said both men 
had received various sums of 
money from the Soviets. During 
a period between February 1957 
and April 1958 the FBI said, 
Johnson accepted $300 a month 
from the Russians while be was 
assigned to an unidentified Nike 
missile site in California. He is 
accused of having furnished 
photographs of technical man­ 
uals on the site, as well as 
photos of portions of the site it­ 
self. to the Soviet Union through 
Mintkenbaugh 
Johnson mysteriously disap­ 
peared from his home in Alex­ 
andria last Oct. 2. The FBI said 
he had. removed $2,000 from his 
bank account and taken his new 
car, which was found Nov. b in 
Richmond, Va. He surrendered 
to military authorities in Reno, 
Nev., Nov. 25, and was court- 
martialed in December for be­ 
ing absent without leave from 
his duties 
with the Armed 
Forces Courier Station at the 
Pentagon. 
Mintkenbaugh was discharged 
from the Army in 1956. But the 
FBI said be continued spying 
for the Soviets “even to the ex-

U.S. Navy, Air Force

The Navy raid, launched from 
the carrier Coral Sea, was 
against the Vinh Linh early 
warning radar installation just 
north of the 17th Parallel bor­ 
der, a U.S. spokesman said.

Thirty 
Skyraider, 
Skyhawk 
and Skywarrior planes hit the 
target with 25 tons of general- 
purpose bombs from 250 to 1,000 
pounds in size. They also used 
napalm.

CHICAGO (AP) — One of the 
world's most renowned anthro­ 
pologists has uncovered evi­ 
dence that three entirely differ­ 
ent species of prehistoric man 
lived at the same time and in 
the same place about a million 
jeers ago. 
this startling scientific claim 
was made by Dr. Louis S. B. 
Leakey, director of the Coryn- 
den Memorial Museum, Nairo­ 
bi, Kenya, who urged his fellow 
scientists to "refuse to accept 
theories as facts and look upon 
the origin of man with fresh 
eyes.*’ 
FIRST SPRAKER 
Leakey 
was 
the 
lead-off 
■askar at a three-day confer­ 
ence on "The Origin Of Man" at 
the University of Chicago’s Cen­ 
ter for Continuing Education. 
The 
British 
anthropologist, 
whose excavations from the Ol­ 
de val Gorge in East Africa have 
attracted worldwide attention, 
announced he had found a skull 
of a third manlike creature 
called a Pithecanthropine. 
In earlier excavations at the 
came site he found fossil re­ 
mains belonging to two other 
snaillike groups called Zinjan- 
thropos and Homo habilis. 
Leakey told some 900 scien­ 
tists attending the conference 
Friday night that all three spe­ 
cies lived at the same site at the 
came time. 
DISCLAIMS THEORY 
Ba said his claim means that 
nature experimented with var 
loos primitive manlike cree 
lures before deciding on a sat 
isfictory stock that led to pres 
end-day man. It also contra 
diets old textbook statements 
that evolution took place in sin­ 
gle Jumps within a single spe- 


trying to determine whether 
they were made by Homo habil­ 
is or Zinjanthropus.

Hie 
Homo habilis dates hack from I 
to 2 million years ago. Leakey 
has estimated that skull George 
is I million years old.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In The 
past the Ku Klux Elan chopped 
itself up in fights between lead­ 
ers. Today some of them still 
don’t get along. Only three ever 
get into print much. They’re the 
only ones who talk much. 
They are two bickering Geor­ 
gians — James R. Venable, 59, 
an Atlanta attorney, and Calvin 
F. Craig. 37, once in the dry- 
cleaning business — and Robert 
M. Shelton. 45, of Tuscaloosa, 
Ala. He used to work in a rub­ 
ber plant. 
Venable and Shelton recently 
got a lot of attention, Venable 
when he unsuspectingly took a 
Negro into his klan, and Shelton 
for calling President Johnson a 
"damn liar" after the President 
denounced the klan. 
Venable, an attorney for sev­ 
eral Klans, four years ago acted 
as attorney for Black Muslims 
arrested in Louisiana. He says 
that as an attorney he never 
backs off representing anyone 
because of race, color or creed. 
CHARGED "HIGH DISCOVERY 
He is chairman of the Nation­ 
al Knights of The Ku Klux Klan, 
which is active in Georgia. Shel­ 
ton is imperial wizard of the 
United Klans of America, larg­ 
est of all the klans. Craig is 
grand dragon of Shelton’s Geor­ 
gia branch. 
This year, when Craig let 
Atlanta newsmen witness an 
initiation into bis klan, Venable 
said he had broken the klan’s 
sworn secrecy and might face 
execution for high treason, al­ 
though he said " ‘of course, our 
klan won’t execute anybody." 
But he talked of drawing up a 
resulutiou to drive Shelton and 
Craig out of klandom. Craig re­ 
plied: "Venable shoots off his 
mouth because he knows so lit­ 
tle about klankraft." He praised 
his group for having the only 
ladies auxiliary. 
NEVER GET CONVICTION 
When Venable had a meeting 
last 
September 
near 
Stone 
Mountain, about 15 miles from 
Atlanta, 
the 
goings-cta there 
were also reported in Atlanta 
newspapers. 
At 
this 
meeting 
attorney 
Venable 
told 
his 
listeners: 
You’ll never be able to convict 
a white man that killed a nigger 


what (sic) encroaches on the 
white race in the South.” 
And last month Venable ex­ 
plained the kind of members his 
klan 
was 
seeking: 
"We’re 
trying to get the sweat-box peo­ 
ple in. Educated people have 
been brainwashed into believing 
in brotherly love — in peaceful 
coexistence." But he said he 
doesn’t preach violence except 
in self-defense. 
SEES OMINOUS FUTURE 
Shelton and Craig also insist 
they don’t advocate violence. At 
a meeting several years ago in 
a pasture near Albany, Ga., 
Craig told a big crowd "I’m 
going to encourage selfprotec­ 
tion. 
"The Negroes are not going to 
be satisfied until we have an 
open racial war in this country. 
One race will have to domi­ 
nate." 
Shelton, who travels around a 
lot, also foresees an ominous 
future. He has said: "I’m afraid 
before this (integration) move­ 
ment is brought to defeat there 
will be bloodshed." He blamed 
Negroes for "inciting to vio­ 
lence.*’ 
The official line of Shelton’s 
organization on race was set 
down in a leaflet distributed by 
his klan: Negroes "must not 
lose sight of the fact that the 
white race is the ruling race by 
right of inheritance and that it 
does not intend to surrender this 
right or to compromise it with 
any other race— black, yellow 
or brown.” 
ADMITTED NEGRO 
Venable and Craig had anoth­ 
er set-to recently when a Negro 
janitor in Idaho, Paul F. Belles- 
en, disclosed that Venable had 
accepted him as a member, 
made him great titan of Idaho, 
and instructed him to form a 
klavern (chapter). 
Bellesen, 
without disclosing 
his race, wrote to Venable and 
Shelton for membership. Cau­ 
tious Shelton wanted a photo­ 
graph. But Venable sent the Ne­ 
gro an application containing an 
oath that the signer was "wntte, 
Anglo-Saxon Protestant." 
Being a Negro," Bellesen raid 
later, "and supposedly unable to 
read anyway, I signed it." When 
Venable found out he had been 
taken in, he said: "His mem­ 
bership is hereby revoked.” 
Craig hooted at this, saki he 
was overjoyed at what had hap­ 
pened to Venable, and added: 
"This is not surprising to me 
about a nigger belonging to Jim 
Venable’s klan because he has 
already 
admitted 
taking 
in 
Catholics.”

JUDGE AGREES 
WITH NEWSMEN 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Judge 
J. Shelly Wright of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington, 
D.C., suggested Friday night 
that pretrial publicity of crim­ 
inal cases might not be "as 
pre judicial, as judges and law­ 
yers would like to make it." 
Judge Skelly was the dinner 
speaker concluding the second 
day of a three-day seminar on 
"crime, law enforcement and 
the courts,” sponsored by the 
Pennsylvania Society of News­ 
paper Editors, in cooperation 
with the Pennsylvania News­ 
paper Publishers’ Association. 
The news media have been 
prone to ask the legal profes­ 
sion to be shown that pre-trial 
publicity is prejudicial, Judge 
Skelly noted. He added: "That 
seems to be a fair question to 
raise.” 
He said that of all the crim­ 
inal cases developed in the fed­ 
eral courts, 75 per cent of the 
defendants plead guilty, 12 per 
cent go to trial, and only 8 per 
cent are tried by a jury. 
This ratio, he said, would bear 
general application to the state 
courts and he suggested that, 
therefore, "we are dealing with 
a relatively small number of

CHURCH UNITY 
REACHES FINAL 
DEBATE STAGE

LEXINGTON, Ky., (AP) -

UNIVERSITY P A R K , P l. 
(AP)—Two Midwestern educa­ 
tors spoke Sunday night of the 
importance of both teacher edu­ 
cation and the liberal arts.
